PROBLEMTn'MEXICO
NOT NEAR TO SOLUTION

Relief Vessel Arrives at San
Francisco With 160 Amer¬

ican Refugees.
I

The state of suspense as to the out¬
come of the struggle between the federals
and the revolutionists in Mexico may be
prolonged for some weeks, in the opinion
of American Consul Letcher, at th" rebel
headquarters at Chihuahua. He informed
the State Department yesterJay that so

much damage has been done to the rail¬
roads and the bridges which lie between |
the federal advance i>osts and Chihuahua \
that anv serious battle could not be ex-

pected in the immediate future.

Protection of Americans.
It appears that Mr Letcher anticipated

the instructions of the State Department
to discuss with the rebel leader Orozco
measures for the protection of foreigners
in the country covered by the revolu¬
tionary movement. He reported to the

department that he had had an inter¬
view with Orozco. who had promised safe
conduct to Americans desiring to leave
Chihuahua. The operation of the train
which arrived at Juarez last night, with

several hundred foreign refugees, was

permitted by the rebels, upon the request
of tile foreign clubs in Chihuahua, headec
by the American and German consuls.

Refugees Arrive at Frisco.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., June l.-Back
from her relief trip from the west Mex¬
ican coast, the army transport Buford
todav landed here 160 refugees.

The Metropolitan Club already had the
advantage of two winnings on the hand¬
some si'ver cup, which has beeh donated
as a prize for the interclub games, and
had figured on cinching the trophy yes¬
terday. But. Dr. Blair Spencer and his
faithful cohorts thought otherwise. Dr.
Spencer being the leader of the Chevy
Chasers. The Metropolitan team was

lead by Dr. Breckinridge Bayne.
For the first half dozen innings the

scorihg was pretty even, though each
team was getting plenty of runs right
along, but in the sixth and seventh the
Chevy Chase players cleaned up.

COMING TO CAPITAL
Officers of Kaiser's Fleet Ex¬

pected Here Wednesday.

AWAIT OFFICIAL WELCOME

President to Greet Them in Behalf
of United States.

The official program for the German
naval division's visit was made public]
yesterday afternoon. President Taft will
leave Washington on board the Mayflower
this evening for Hampton roads, accom¬
panied by Mrs. Taft, Count von Bern-
storff, the German ambassador: the Sec¬
retary of the Navy, Secretary Hilles, Mis*
Mabel Boardman, Admiral Charles J.
Badger and a party of officers. There
the President, on behalf of the people
of the I'nited States, will extend a wel¬
come to the sailors of the German em¬

pire, afterward returning to Washington,
arriving Tuesday morning.
The German officers, together with their

men, will be entertained Tuesday by the
officers and m^n of the I'nited States
warships in Hampton roads. Tuesday
evening the German officers leave for
Washington, arriving Wednesday morn¬

ing on a specially chartered steamer.

Will Call at White House.
During the forenoon they will maKe of¬

ficial visits and then will be the quests
of honor at a luncheon given by the
German ambassador, to which WO guests
have been invited. A visit will be paid
the President at the White House later
in the day, and that evening they will
dine there as the guests of the President
and Mrs. Taft. Thursday they visit the
Naval Academy at Annapolis and in the
evening dine with the Secretary of the
Navy in Washington.

OF A CHURCH STONING

Howard Madison Charged
With Complicity in Attack

on L. A. Wingert.
The story of an attack with stones on

th« steps of a quiet country church, in
peaceful Alexandria county. Ya., came
out last night, following the arrest of
Howard Madison, colored, charged in Vir¬
ginia with assault with intent to kill.

While seated last Sunday on the steps of
a church near St. Johns station, Ya.,
calmly discussing the topics of the day,
according to Commonwealth Attorney
Crandall Mackey of the county, William
McDonald of Baltimore and i^awrence A.
Wingert were targets for stones said to
have been thrown by a colored man in
company with Madison. Wingert being
struck In the head and sustaining a seri¬
ous injury.
Wingert was rushed to a hospital and

McDonald was summoned to identify the
stone thrower. After leaving the court¬
house he again became a target for
stones, this time alleged to have been!
thrown by Madison.

Will Be Tried at Rossiyn.
Madison was arrested last night in

Washington by Policeman Loftus of the
third precinct at 15th and H streets
northwest, and after being detained at the
station hous« all night will be taken
today to Rosslyn for trial.
The stone thrower, whose good aim put

Wingert In the hospital, is still at large.
Madison, according to the police, last
night admitted that he was present when
McDonald was bombarded, but declared
that he furnished no ammunition. Both
of the injured men were working on the
government wireless towers near Fort
Myer. George Ferguson, a resident of
Virginia, said last night that the War
Department had been asked to have the
reservation patroled by soldiers, as it
is government property, and not under
the jurisdiction of the state. v

The Jury, which heard evidence only

over t he I tody of Mrs. Neilson, declared
in its verdict that she "came to her death
by drowning as a result of .« collision
between the launch and the steamer and
that it was the result of negligence on

the part of the two men."

Both Are Arrested.

Following the verdict Ueut. <'.irl Fla-
ther of the fourth precinct and 1 tectives
Ilowlett and l'ratt arrested Simpson and
Toepfer. Assistant I'nited States Attor¬

ney Hawken, who represented the govern¬
ment at the inquest, after a conference
with Justice Stafford ilxod Simpson's
bond at ?5,000. and tnat of Toepfer at

B. L. Simpson, father of ti»e own¬
er of the launch, gave bond for his son,
while George C. Voneiss furnished the
bond for Toepfer.
James Montgomery, a dealer in boat en¬

gines, who was called as ar. expert by
Attorney Charles Diggs, representing Mr.
Simpson, testified that his boats had ne\er
been inspected by a government inspector
iduring the time he had operated on the
Potomac river. Mr. Montgomery declared
he had used boats on the Chesapeake
bay. Atlantic ocean and other bodies of
water and at other ports, anil that an in-
>pection had been made of his boats else¬
where, but that none had ever been made
here.

Said Beer Was Consumed.

Testimony was given that two dozen
bottles oT beer were on board the
launch, and Claude Burlingame of 617
Massachusetts avenue northwest, a

sailmaker, who was one of the pas¬
sengers. said that all of the beer was

consumed.
Burlingame said that he was in the

cabin practically all the way up the
river. He told of the other members
of the party, with the exception of
Simpson and Toepfer, lying in the
cabin.

Told to Steer Straight.
The witness explained that he did

not think Toepfer, who was steering,
knew much about it, and told Simpson
to make him steer better. He testi¬
fied that the owner of the launch there¬
upon tobl the helmsman to "steer
straight."
The witness said further, he heard some

one call "lookout." He was in the cabin
at the time and ran to the deck. Just as
he reached there, he declared, the bow of
the steamer was about to crash against
the Lotls. "1 jumped into the water,
which was the only thing 1 could do,"
he said. "1 swam about and called to
persons on# the steamer that the two
women were on the inside of the cabin.
I was forced to the stern of the steamer,
where a rope was thrown to me and I
was hauled on board."

Testimony of Kaufman.
Jerome Kaufman of H street north¬

west, who was also a passenger on the
launch, testified as to the trip up the
river from Marshall Hall. He said he
was in the cabin, and did not see any
one else inside. He declared that he only
had two bottles of beer.
An even larger attendance was at the

session yesterday afternoon than Fri¬
day afternoon, and again many were
forced to remain on the outside of the
little morgue building during the hearing
of evidence. Mrs. Simpson, wife of the
launch owner, attended both hearings
with a friend and was standing In front
of the building when her husbaryj- was

placed under arrest. The fact that her
husband was being held by the police, fol¬
lowing the verdict, came as a blow to her
and she would have fallen to the street
had not friends assisted iter. She was
led from the scene before her husband
was taken away by the police.
